Rail study 
demanded 
back on track 


Considering options. 

Transportation com¬ 
mittee members want 
quasi-iegai options 
explored to compel 
CN's co-operation on 
feasibility study 


A study of commuter rail in 
HRM remains in limbo, thanks 
to a lack of co-operation from 
CN — and some regional coun¬ 
cillors say it’s time to stop being 
polite about it. 

“I think it’s probably time 
that somebody challenged CN 
on their unwillingness to deal 
with us,” said Coun. Tim Out- 
hit during Thursday’s meeting 
of the standing committee on 
transportation. 

Metro Transit supervisor of 
service design and projects Pa¬ 
tricia Hughes told the commit¬ 
tee a feasibility study of com¬ 
muter rail ordered by council 
a year ago hasn’t advanced be¬ 
cause of a legal dispute between

HRM and the rail company. 

CN is refusing to co-operate 
in the study until the legal mat¬ 
ter, over the maintenance of six 
rail bridges in HRM, is resolved. 

Other committee members 
said that’s unacceptable. 

“I absolutely can’t believe 
a company out there will not 
talk to us on this issue be¬ 
cause of something completely 
unrelated,” said Coun. Barry 
Dalrymple. “We need to find a 
way to get some co-operation 
and find out what we need to 
find out.” 


Solicitor Kirby Grant con¬ 
firmed under a new legisla¬ 
tive provision of the Canadian 
Transportation Act, the city 
could obtain an order for CN to 
come to the table. 

“It may not need that being 
done, it may just be a question 
of raising that with CN that 
that option’s there,” said Grant. 

Staff will discuss the best 
way to proceed and report back 
to the committee by the next 
scheduled meeting Feb. 28. 

In the interim, Outhit sug¬ 
gested talking to Via Rail to find 
out whether recent cutbacks 
might have opened new doors 
for municipal service. 

“We have a need, they have 
capacity, is there anything we 
can do here?” he asked. 

Dalrymple said there’s ur¬ 
gent need to complete the 
feasibility study because of 
the potential impact on future 
development. “For me, per¬ 
sonally, a lot of those issues ... 
are veiy heavily dependent on 
whether there’s a future for rail 
service in the HRM,” he said.

A community is mourning 
the death of a five-year-old 
boy after a horrific collision 
Wednesday evening on an icy 
Timberlea road. 

Area Coun. Reg Rankin said 
residents are shocked. 

“This is a community of 
families,” said Rankin on 
Thursday. “I can only imagine 


the unbearable grief and how 
one can possibly make sense 
of this.” 

The boy died en route to 
hospital after a pickup truck 
lost control and slammed into 
the van he was travelling in 
with his father and eight-year- 
old brother at Timberlea Vil¬ 
lage Parkway and Brunello 
Boulevard. 

The father escaped injury, 
while the other boy was sent to 
hospital with non-life-threat¬ 
ening injuries. The driver of 
the truck was not seriously 
injured. 

Debris could still be seen on 
the road Thursday afternoon. 

RCMP Cpl. Scott MacRae 
said slippery roads were a con-

tributing factor in the crash. 

“Our message is to be alert 
and reduce speed when weath¬ 
er conditions are bad,” said 
MacRae on Thursday 

People have taken to Twit¬ 
ter to express their condol¬ 
ences. But some were slam¬ 
ming the municipality, saying 
the road is often slippery and 


should have been salted at the 
time of the crash. 

Rankin said it’s natural to 
raise such questions following 
an unfortunate collision. He 
said he’s received a few emails 
from residents. 

“I’ve sent the correspond¬ 
ence that I received related to 
the road conditions to our own 
staff,” said Rankin, “ft would 
be irresponsible for me to 
prejudge that, but certainly re¬ 
sponsible of me to raise these 
questions.” 

Rankin said he had trav¬ 
elled on the same road about 
a half hour before the accident 
and did not come across any 
treacherous areas during his 
drive.

The road to more sustainable 
transportation starts with the 
decision to make cars a last re¬ 
sort — that’s what a city offi¬ 
cial from San Francisco told a 
municipal committee in Hali¬ 
fax on Thursday. 

“We put people at the top, 
so walking is our No. 1 prior¬ 
ity,” said Tim Papandreou, 
deputy director of sustain¬ 
able streets in the California 
city. “Everyone’s a pedestrian 
at the beginning and end of 
every trip.” 

Papandreou made a short

presentation to HRM’s trans¬ 
portation committee ex¬ 
plaining the changes in the 
Bay City since the creation of 
the Municipal Transportation 
Agency 10 years ago. 

The MTA amalgamated 
four separate departments 
and oversees every mode of 
transportation, co-ordinating 
walking, cycling, transit and 
taxis under a strategy geared 
toward making cars the last 
resort. 

“Before we were integrat¬ 
ed, we had separate invest¬ 
ments focusing on either road 
building or transit services. 
We were under-investing in bi¬ 


cycling and in walking,” Pap¬ 
andreou said. “This created 
a vicious cycle where people 
were driving more and they 
were hitting more people, be¬ 
cause there’s more collisions 
with more congestion.” 

He said the single agency 
has improved co-ordination 
of transportation projects 
and integration with city 
planners. 

HRM traffic authority Ken 
Reashor told the committee 
that consultation is underway 
to determine whether a single 
agency would work in Halifax. 

“All those things are within 
our ability to do,” Coun. Barry 
Dalrymple told Papandreou. 
“You have the tools in there 
for us to do those things. We 
need to find the will.” 

Papandreou is in town for 
the fourth anniversary of Car- 
Share HFX.

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Husband didn’t need to refute 
abuse claims in hitman case: Crown 


Murder for hire. 

Rulings in peculiar Nova 
Scotia case have been 
garnering national 
media attention 


The Crown attorney in the 
case of a woman who tried to 
have her husband killed by a 
hitman says he stands by his 
decision not to call the intend¬ 
ed victim to counter her claims 
of abuse. 

Senior Crown attorney 
Peter Craig said after re¬ 
viewing evidence at trial he 
determined Michael Ryan’s 
evidence wasn’t necessaiy to 
refute the duress defence of 
his ex-wife Nicole Ryan, and 
that he still believes the Crown 
presented enough evidence to 
overcome it. 

Last week, the Supreme 
Court of Canada ordered a 
stay of proceedings against 
Nicole Ryan, essentially leav¬ 
ing her free. At the same time, 
the court granted the Crown’s 
appeal and overturned the 
acquittal verdict that was 


reached in 2010. 

Craig said Thursday the 
Supreme Court’s decision to 
grant a stay is unusual and 
something that will be debat¬ 
ed. 

“It’s unprecedented in 
terms of ever having been 
done before,” he said in an 
interview. “I think there will 
be lots of discussion both aca¬ 
demically and among reason¬ 
ably informed members of the 
public about this decision.” 

The Supreme Court says 
Michael Ryan conducted a 
“reign of terror” against his 
ex-wife, basing its conclusions 
about him on the findings of 
fact made by the trial judge, 
who accepted Nicole Ryan’s 
testimony “without question,” 
as the Nova Scotia Court of Ap¬ 
peal noted. 

In an interview this week, 
Michael Ryan denied he was 
abusive and questioned why 
the Crown never gave him a 
chance to tell his side of the 
stoiy during the original trial 
inDigby. 

Craig said he had other con¬ 
siderations to make when he 
prosecuted the case. 

“I can understand why

Michael Ryan would feel he’s 
never had the opportunity to 
advance his side of the story, 
so to speak, but that’s not what 
the Crown looks at when deter¬ 
mining whether to call a wit¬ 
ness in a criminal case,” he said.

Finance minister weighs costs of balanced budget 



Nova Scotia’s finance minis¬ 
ter says she’s hearing from a 
variety of public and private 
organizations that the prov¬ 
ince’s books shouldn’t be 
balanced at any cost. 

Maureen MacDonald said 
Thursday while it’s still early 
in the public-consultation 
process, a consensus seems 
to be emerging that balan¬ 
cing the projected $277-mil- 
lion deficit shouldn’t be 
done through deep cuts to 
health care, education and 


other public services. 

MacDonald said she’s 
hearing the message from a 
range of interests including 
chambers of commerce and 
advocacy groups. 

While there are differing 
opinions on balancing the 
budget this year as prom¬ 
ised, MacDonald said no one 
has said it has to be done. 

“Nobody has hard and 
fast said it absolutely has 
to be,” she said. “There’s al¬ 
ways that qualifier that it 


shouldn’t be at any cost and 
they are asking us to keep 
that in mind.” 

But MacDonald stopped 
short of saying the govern¬ 
ment would put off the bal¬ 
ancing budget promise until 
next year, adding that the 
consultations would simply 
present her with options. 

“Some people are saying 
that if the only way to bal¬ 
ance the budget is by mak¬ 
ing deep cuts in health care, 
education and other import-

A couple of years ago, 
Allen and fellow owner Greg 
Pothier realized there wasn’t 
really a place to play games 
and interact with people for 
free. 

Allen said a week’s worth 
of sales are usually enough to 
pay rent at the heritage prop¬ 


erty, and groups like Hal-Con 
and the Halifax Gaming Soci¬ 
ety kicked in funds as well. 

Long tables take up most 
of the rectangular space, 
which features a comic cor¬ 
ner with comfy armchairs 
and a station with Keurig cof¬ 
fee and snacks. 

Anyone can drop in and 
use the in-store games for 
free, bring their own or buy 
games from the shelves, 
which include over a dozen 
types of Monopoly. 


“Having a play area is very 
important because you can’t 
really convince people to 
start a new hobby unless you 
show them how it’s done,” 
said Carlo Locsin, 21, a regu¬ 
lar at the new shop. 

Allen said the popularity 
of shows like The Big Bang 
Theory and superhero movies 
have taken geek culture out 
of basements and into the 
mainstream. 

“We want to take the gam¬ 
ing ... scene out from the 
dungeon, out from behind 
the back of the walls and 
bring it out to the light and 
have a lot of people see,” he 
said.

Attawapislcat Chief Theresa 
Spence emerged from hospital 
Thursday to sign the First Na¬ 
tions declaration that ended 
her hunger protest after six 
long weeks — a period during 
which Stephen Harper barely 
uttered her name. 

Indeed, for a crisis that just 
two weeks ago had the prime 
minister squarely at its centre, 
it seemed a weary and chaotic 
finale, one largely devoid of 
anti-Harper vitriol. 

The Cree leader, who hadn’t 
had solid food since Dec. 11, 
spent most of the day recover¬ 
ing in hospital, only to show 
up unannounced at a celebra¬ 
tion that brought First Nations 
chiefs from across the country. 

A chanting, drumming 
crowd greeted her at a down¬ 
town Ottawa hotel, where she 
thanked family, friends and 
supporters for their backing 
during the six chilly weeks she 
spent on Victoria Island, just 
upstream from Parliament Hill. 

She suggested she now in¬ 
tends to step back from the 
political struggle. 

“There you go, chiefs, you 
take over and I’ll be part of the 
audience sometimes, so I’ll be 


watching you guys,” Spence 
said, calling for unity among 
First Nations leaders. 

“It’s time to really stay 
together no matter what hard¬ 
ship that we go through, and 
no matter what the govern¬ 
ment intends to do to us to div¬ 


ide us. Always remember that 
we’re here together and we’re 
here for our people, especially 
the youth.” 

Emissaries from federal op¬ 
position parties kept a low pro¬ 
file at the second ceremony, 
where Spence herself signed 


the declaration that had been 
so painstakingly crafted to 
bring her protest to a conclu¬ 
sion. 

The end came as other 
chiefs and federal opposition 
parties vowed to take up her 
cause of treaty implementation 
and improved conditions on re¬ 
serves. And it followed careful 
negotiation by interim Liberal 
leader Bob Rae. 

Rae said he was concerned 
some days ago that there was 
a risk of the whole effort “go¬ 
ing off the rails” if Spence

Hockey old-timers rescue 
woman, dogs from icy river 


A correctional officer who 
scrambled to cut a ligature 
from the neck of a teenaged 
inmate as she turned dark 
purple was reprimanded 
for his efforts, an inquest into 
her death heard Thursday. 

In fact, an emotional 
Blaine Phibbs testified, a pris¬ 
on manager warned him he 
could be formally disciplined 
or even charged criminally if 
he went into Ashley Smith’s 


cell again under similar cir¬ 
cumstances. 

“He told me there was no 
reason to go into the cell. As 
long as she was breathing, we 
were not to go into her cell,” 
Phibbs said. 

Video of the incident 
played for the inquest 
showed Phibbs and other 
guards entering Smith’s seg¬ 
regation cell at the Grand 
Valley Institution in Kitch¬ 


ener, Ont., about a month 
before she finally strangled 
herself. 

Phibbs said he had dif¬ 
ficulty cutting the ligature 
from her neck. 

The apparent life-saving 
measures only brought re¬ 
buke. Management insisted 
that what had taken place 
was “borderline excessive 
use of force.”

Lifting the U.S. ban on 
female fighters will 
take time to implement 


Allowing women to serve in 
combat roles will strengthen 
the U.S. military’s ability to win 
wars, Defence Secretaiy Leon 
Panetta said Thursday, shortly 
before his official announce¬ 
ment of the landmark lifting of 
the ban. 

“Our military is more ca¬ 
pable, and our force is more 
powerful, when we use all of 
the great diverse strengths of 
the American people,” Panetta 
said. 

President Barack Obama 
supports the Pentagon’s deci¬ 
sion and believes the country 
should continue to remove 
“unnecessary gender-based 
barriers to service,” White 
House spokesman Jay Carney 
told reporters. 

The decision presents a 
daunting challenge to military 
leaders who will have to decide 
which, if any, jobs they believe 
should be open only to men. 

Women comprise about 
14 per cent of the 1.4 million 
active military personnel, and 
more than 280,000 women 
have been sent to Iraq, Afghan¬ 
istan or to jobs in neighbouring 
nations in support of the wars. 
Of the more than 6,600 U.S. ser¬ 
vice members who have been 
killed, 152 have been women. 

There long has been op¬ 
position to putting women in 
combat, based on questions of 
whether they have the neces¬ 
sary strength and stamina for 
certain jobs, or whether their 
presence might hurt unit co¬ 


hesion. 

“Every person in today’s 
militaiy has made a solemn 
commitment to fight and, if 
necessaiy, to die, for our na¬ 
tion’s defence,” Panetta said. 
“We owe it to them to allow 
them to pursue eveiy avenue 
... for which they are fully pre¬ 
pared and qualified. Their ca¬ 
reer success and their specific 
opportunities should be based 
solely on their ability to suc¬ 
cessfully cany out an assigned 
mission. Everyone deserves

An Irish Republican Army vet¬ 
eran who accused Sinn Fein 
party chief Gerry Adams of 
involvement in IRA killings 
and bombings has been found 
dead in her home, police and 
politicians said Thursday. 

Dolours Price, 61, was a 
member of the Provisional 
IRA unit that launched the 
very first car-bomb attacks on 
London in 1973. She became 
one of Irish republicanism’s 
most trenchant critics of Ad¬ 
ams and his conversion to pol¬ 
itical compromise. 


Police said her death Wed¬ 
nesday night at her home in 
Malahide, north of Dublin, 
was possibly the result of a 
drug overdose and foul play 
was not suspected.

The Palestinian president

World Economic Forum. 

Question at the forefront 
of high-power talks 


The convulsions of the Arab 
world are taking centre stage 
at this year’s World Economic 
Forum gathering in Davos, 
Switzerland, where leaders and 
experts are preoccupied with a 
bewildering mix of high hopes, 
deep disappointments and 
grave dangers. 

Along the way, a divide 
seems to be emerging between 
those impressed with the once- 
unimaginable people power 
in long-repressive countries — 
and others troubled by poverty, 
corruption, instability and the 
rise of political Islam and jihadi 
insurgencies. 

Asked whether democracy 
was prevailing in his native 
Egypt, former Arab League 
secretary-general Amr Moussa 
hedged, saying democracy “is 
not only the ballot box. It is 
the respect of human rights, 
for rights of women, separa¬ 
tion of powers.... This meaning 


of democracy we have not yet 
achieved.” 

Turkish Foreign Minister 
Ahmet Davutoglu, speaking on 
the same BBC-sponsored panel, 
saw the glass half full. 

“If we had this meeting 
two years ago in Davos, no one 
would imagine there would be 
elected presidents in Cairo, in 
Tunisia, in Libya, in Yemen,” he 
said. 

Yet also at issue is the suc¬ 
cess of political Islam, which 
has both liberal and repressive 
expressions around the world. 

More Arabs are politically 
engaged than ever before, de¬ 
manding to be heard. But it 
can be a double-edged sword, 
breeding instability and even 
violence when expectations 
cannot be met. 

“People want things now. 
People want jobs now. People 
want increased wages now,” 
said Tunisian economist Mus- 
tapha Kamel Nabli. At the same 
time, political players are not 
necessarily responsible or ca¬ 
pable enough to respond, he 
said. “This is not sustainable.”

Bahrain 

The Arab monarchies of the 
Gulf have remained largely 
untouched by the spirit of 
revolt, with the exception of 
Bahrain, where Saudi Arabia 
and its allies have helped put 
down an uprising by disen¬ 
franchised Shiites. 

On Thursday, riot police 
in Bahrain fired tear gas and 
stun grenades at protesters. 


The clashes were relative¬ 
ly small but highlight divides 
among Bahrain’s Shiite-led 
opposition over whether to 
accept the Sunni monarchy’s 
offer for dialogue. 

Appeals to open talks 
have received cautious en¬ 
dorsement from main Shiite 
opposition groups in the 
strategic nation, home to the 
U.S. navy’s 5th Fleet. Other 
anti-government factions op¬ 
pose dialogue, claiming the 
Sunni leadership is unwilling 
to give up power. 

More than 55 have been 
killed in the unrest.

App lets Android 
users cut down 
on roaming fees 


Telecom. Canadian-made 
Hushed provides second 
numbers short-term, so 
travellers can call locally 


Just-released, made-in-Canada 
technology gives Android users 
the ability to buy anonymous 
phone numbers for a day, a week 
or a few months. 

“Ultimately, everybody in 
the world should have a second 
phone number,” Justin Shimoon, 
co-founder and CEO of Affin- 
ityClick Inc. of Ottawa told Torstar 
News Service on Thursday. 

Shimoon and partner Timo 
Mika Glasser launched Hushed, 
the Android answer to Apple’s 
Burner application, on Wed¬ 
nesday. Unlike Burner, which is 
available only in North America, 
Hushed is available in 40 coun¬ 
tries. 

That means someone in To¬ 
ronto could buy a Japanese phone 
number and use it as a local num¬ 
ber while travelling in Japan in¬ 
stead of buying roaming packages. 

Companies, Shimoon said, 
have bought 50 or 100 phone 
numbers to turn into global of-

Efforts to divide up nearly 
$9 billion in assets from the now- 
bankrupt Nortel Networks Corp. ended 
Thursday without an agreement. 

A spokesman for the talks says On¬ 
tario Chief Justice Warren Winkler, who 
was leading the proceedings, has con¬ 
cluded that further efforts at mediation 
were no longer worthwhile. 

The negotiations began in Toronto 
on Jan. 14 and were supposed to con¬ 
clude that week.

British regulators have

Britain’s Information 
Commissioner’s Office 
said Thursday that secur¬ 
ity measures in place at 
the time “were simply not 
good enough.” It said the 
attack could have been 
prevented if software had 
been up to date, while 
passwords were also not 
secure. 

David Smith, deputy 
commissioner and direc¬ 
tor of data protection, ac¬ 
knowledged that the fine 
for a “serious breach of the 
Data Protection Act” was 
“clearly substantial” but 
said that the office makes 
“no apologies” for that. 

“There’s no disguis¬ 
ing that this is a business 
that should have known 
better,” he said in a state¬ 
ment. “It is a company 
that trades on its technical 


expertise, and there’s no 
doubt in my mind that 
they had access to both 
the technical knowledge 
and the resources to keep 
this information safe.” 

Smith called the case 
“one of the most serious 
ever reported” to the data 
regulator. 

Sony, which has previ¬ 
ously apologized for the 
data breach, said Thurs¬ 
day it “strongly disagrees” 
with the ruling and plans 
to appeal.

Canadians are paying 
off their debts faster,

The latest National 
Credits Trends study by 
the credit-monitoring 
firm found the percent¬ 
age of unpaid non¬ 


mortgage debt past-due 
more than 90 days was 
1.19 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 2012, 
a slight decrease from 
1.22 per cent in the 
third quarter. 

Nadim Abdo, Equi¬ 
fax’s vice-president of 
consulting solutions, 
says these rates have 
been declining since 
the pre-recession level 
in 2007 when it was at 
1.75 per cent. 

“Part of it I would 
attribute to people 
looking after their 
credit and not taking 
on too much credit,” he

A glance at Jason Momoa’s 
IMDB page reveals that he is 
best known for playing roles 
described as a “vengeful bar¬ 
barian warrior” or “powerful 
warlord.” The burly six-foot- 
four-inch actor is famous for 
roles in Conan the Barbarian 
and Game of Thrones and 
often plays tough guys. 

Next up he plays a muscle- 
bound mercenary in Bullet to 
the Head, an action flick the 
Hollywood Reporter called 
“beefy, brainless fun.” 


It’s another case of type¬ 
casting, perhaps, but it did 
give him the chance to go 
mano-a-mano with one of the 
masters of the genre, Sylves¬ 
ter Stallone. 

“You can’t say enough good 
things about Stallone,” says the 
Hawaiian-born hunk. “Truly, 
he is an icon. A legend, and so 
good at what he does.” 

Momoa even went through 
a special initiation rite courtesy 
of the superstar. 

While shooting an epic fight 
scene on the film’s New Orleans 
set, the older actor suggested 
he “tune me up” with a couple 
of real looking hits. Promising 
to pull his punches, Stallone 
instead landed a “monstrous” 
knock to the younger actor’s 
side. Second take, same thing 
— “He just crumbled me,” Mo¬ 
moa says — and that’s the shot 
that made it into the film. 

“He got me a couple of 
times,” Momoa says. “He’s the 
old bull. It’s fun to get in there. 
I’m 30 years younger than him, 


so it’s cool. Rocky punching me 
in the ribs. It’s like a shout from 
the rock.” 

But how does someone 
raise a family when their day 
job is pretending to decapi¬ 
tate people on screen? Mo¬ 
moa, who has a young daugh¬ 
ter and son with actress Lisa 
Bonet, says his family always 
comes to visit when he’s 
working. 

“My daughter was ac¬ 
tually on set when I ripped a 
guy’s throat out on Game of 
Thrones,” he says. “It’s hilari¬ 
ous. She was with the wardrobe 
lady, knitting. I said, Are you 
OK sweetie?’ She said, ‘Yeah 
Papa,’ and went on knitting.” 

He admits it’s an unusual 
way to raise the kids and when 
they get older it might be more 
difficult. 

“School’s pretty expensive,” 
he says. “I may as well get a 
teacher and bring them with 
us. I’d rather have my kids go¬ 
ing to the Louvre than learning 
about it in a book.”

What would happen if a care¬ 
free bachelor answered his 
front door and discovered he 
was father to a nine-year-old 
boy and a teenage girl?

After disbanding Girls last 
year, the first project that 
singer Christopher Owens 


chose to tackle under his own 
name was a concept album 
called Lysandre. The work —

“Hi, I am just letting you 
know I got here and I’m get¬ 
ting ready for my first session 
and, um, just want to call you 
to keep you posted.
